The property on Queen 
Street has been boarded up 
for more than a year, with no 
sign of building, although 
that should change shortly. 

But the nightmare of the 
fire that destroyed two her¬ 
itage buildings October 25, 
2009, was nothing compared 
to the nightmare of the 
lengthy process to rebuild, 
says Rob Vaandering, owner 
of the former 1911 fire sta¬ 
tion property at 10 Queen 
Street. 

“As horrible as the fire 
was, this has been much 

He and Manny 
Iconomopoulos, who owns 
the neighbouring property at 
12 Queen Street which was 
also destroyed, are working 
together on the reconstruc¬ 
tion. They have hired one 
contractor and the work for 
the footings and foundations 
is expected to begin by the 
end of the month. 

Although they will share a 
common wall, the two build¬ 
ings will look very different, 
says Vaandering, but the fact 
that they are working togeth¬ 
er will make construction 
easier and will also mean 
less disruption on the street.

The work is expected to be 
finished by the spring, also 
minimizing the disturbance 
to Queen Street businesses, he 

But although Vaandering is 
relieved to see construction 
about to begin, the journey to 
this point has been "unbeliev¬ 
ably difficult. It’s been an 
emotional nightmare of a 
trip,” he said. 


Iconomopoulos says he too 
is discouraged and frustrated 
that it has taken 13 months to 
get to this stage, especially 
considering they were prom¬ 
ised after the fire that the town 
would work as quickly as pos¬ 
sible to help them get build¬ 
ing. 

He said the delay has been 
costly, in both time and 
money, although he hasn’t 
been dealing with the town 
himself—he left that up to

“this is Niagara-on-the-Lake," 
he says by way of explanation. 

Vaandering’s issue is with 
the planning department 
The buildings are in a her¬ 
itage district. He expected 
hold-ups from the heritage 
advisory committee, so he 


wasn’t surprised by the back- 
and forth process—although 
he says it felt at times as if it 
was actually the heritage 
committee that owned the 
building, they were so partic¬ 
ular about some of the details. 

He thought he and designer 
Mark Edwards had done a 
good job of designing a beau¬ 
tiful building, “but every time 
we stood before the commit¬ 
tee with drawings, proudly 
presenting them, they would 
still require changes,” he said. 

That part of the process, 
however, was far less painful 
than the issues with the plan¬ 
ning department, he said. 

“Put yourself in my shoes. 
You’ve just lost your building. 
How do you decide what to 
do? You look at the street and 
decide whatwill work. But any 
time I suggested something, I 
was told I couldn't do that.”

He had decided a restau¬ 
rant would be more viable 
than another store, but he was 
told straight off that he could¬ 
n’t build a restaurant 
"Of course I can have a 
restaurant, as long as I comply 
with the rules. But I had to 
find that out by myself. I was 
originally told that planning 
wouldn't support a restaurant 
at all. I was told I couldn’t do 
specific things, when I knew 
that I very well could, so I 
hired professionals to sort out 
fact from fiction,” said 
Vaandering. “In my opinion I 
was offered very lithe in the 
way of guidance and support” 
He also wanted “boutique 
suites” above the restaurant 
for tourist rentals. That too 
required a battle, with the 
town telling him he couldn’t 
have short-term rentals— 
even though he could point 
out nine similar apartments 
that were being used for that 
purpose—but with help from 
council, he received the 
town’s blessing. 

Parking was the biggest 
stumbling block, but the 


building will be five feet closer 
to the street, and slightly 
smaller, to allow for some 
parking behind. 

He also required minor 
variances for setbacks from 
neighbouring buildings— 
again costly and time- 
consuming—which he has 
received, but bring up another 
planning process difficulty. 

Current bylaws require five 
feet from building to property 
line on each side, although 
the buildings that burned had 
setbacks of mere inches. 
Going by current standards, 
he would not only have creat¬ 
ed two five-foot unsightly 
alleyways, he would have had 
a 21-foot wide building. 

“I’m sure the town wouldn't 
have allowed me to build a 21- 
foot structure. They wanted a 
similar building to what was 
there before,” he said. 

“But I still had to pay for the 
minor variance. I had to go 
through the process, with no 
regard for time and money.”

through the process, "but it 
isn’t simple. It became more 
complicated than any of us 
would have liked, but we still 
had to go through it” 

Parking on Queen Street 
has become such an impor¬ 
tant issue that as a result of 
Vaandering’s project, council 
has initiated a parking study, 
said Bedford. 

He agreed that other busi¬ 
nesses do things that are no 
longer allowed, because 
they’ve been doing them for a 
long time. 

“Rules have changed, and 
when you’re doing some¬ 
thing new you have to follow 
the new rtiles—rules devel¬ 
oped to do a better job on 
Queen Street” 

The delay, said Bedford, 
came about because 
Vaandering wanted to 
change some elements of his 
building. 

“He wanted to do some 
things different than what 
was there before. I'm confi¬ 
dent it will be a beautiful 
development, but every time 
you want to do something 
different, there is a process 
you have to go through.” 

Vaandering is hoping for a 


better response with his next 
problem, one he expects to 
talk to the new council about 
once it begins meeting—he is 
hoping for some leniency 
with parking fees. 

Because of the winter con¬ 
struction, he says, there will 
be lots of space available, but 
at a cost to the tradesmen. He 
tried to work out a deal for a 
certain number of free 
spaces—it’s free anyway dur¬ 
ing December, but he wanted 
about 10 spaces in the back 
parking lot for January to 
March. He was offered park¬ 
ing at $5 a day, but that is a lot 
for a tradesman who will be 
there five days a week, espe¬ 
cially when the workmen will 
be buying their food and cof¬ 
fee locally, bringing money 
into town at time it’s normal¬ 
ly quiet. 

Meanwhile, he plans to talk 
to Dave Eke, the town’s 
incoming mayor, about some 
of the issues he has encoun¬ 
tered, in the hope that some 
changes can be made to 
make it easier to do business. 

“I had two contractors who 
wouldn’t quote on the work 
because this town is too diffi¬ 
cult to deal with,” he said.

At several turns, when he 
proposed something that 
other Queen Street business¬ 
es are already doing, he was 
told he couldn’t. He kept 
hearing about the many 
“grandfather” clauses, to the 
point of being ridiculous, he 

He and his neighbour will 
be governed by the town’s 
new, restrictive sign bylaw, 
when he says no other busi¬ 
ness on Queen Street will 
likely ever have to follow the 
same rules—just because he 
had the misfortune to lose his 
building in a tragic fire. 

“Many stores and restau¬ 
rants have two, four, six signs 
on their business. On one I 
counted no less than 26, and 
that’s okay. But I can have just 
one small sign.” 

He also discovered that a 
building that was being reno¬ 
vated—a renovation he sup¬ 
ported—had the site plan 
application fee waived, while 
Vaandering and 

Iconomopoulos were billed 
about $10,000 each for their 
site plan application.

Are we doing the best we can 
when we elect our regional chair? 


t’s the age of openness and 
transparency, and it’s time 
regional council got on board. 

Gone are the days when back¬ 
room, you-scratch-my-back-and 
I’ll scratch-yours wheeling and 
dealing are acceptable. Lobbying 
behind the scenes is not the way 
we should be deciding something 
as important as who is going to 
lead this body of politicians con¬ 
trolling $283 miUion of our taxes.

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Women weren’t expected to be good at business, but times have changed 


Early Niagara 
politician 
advanced fiscal 
reform for farmers. 


In the early 19th century 
women were not expected to 
demonstrate any business 

Nor were they given a voice 
in voting procedures even 
within the church environ¬ 
ment In spite of the limita¬ 
tions imposed on them by 
society, they obviously had a 
great deal of ability and gen¬ 
erally found ways of develop¬ 
ing that business acumen. 

As early as 1848 the women 
of St Mark’s held a bazaar to 
complete the tower of the 
church. In the 1850s two of 
the women decided that the

next clergyman in their 
parish should have a decent 
“parsonage” to live in. So 
they began finding ways of 
making money, not for them¬ 
selves but for the church. 

They discovered that the 
work of their hands, their 
handicrafts, their preserving 
and their cooking were in 
demand by others in the 
community. When the next 


Rector, William McMurray 
arrived, he noted that Mrs. 
Dickson and Mrs. Woodruff 
had been busy raising funds 
for this purpose. 

At the same time ladies 
began seconding motions in 
the church business meet¬ 
ings. It is interesting to note 
how their voice is increasing¬ 
ly found in the minutes of 
minutes from the nineteenth 
century. Soon their interest 
spread to sending food and 
clothing to a variety of mis¬ 
sion interests in northern and 
western Canada. They devel¬ 
oped their skills in money 
management. When a small 
legacy was left to them, they 
rose to the challenge of 
deciding what to do with it It 
was their decision alone. 

Interestingly it was the 
women who led the way in 
co-operation among denom¬ 



inations. The women of 
other churches in town 
began to engage in similar 
activities. When the Roman 
Catholics had a sale, the 
Protestant women purchased 
then produce. The co-opera¬ 
tion developed into a pattern. 
Today, by general consensus, 
the women of St. Andrew’s 
have a Strawberry Festival, 
the women of St Vincent a 


Peach Festival and the 
women of St Mark’s a Cherry 
Festival. 

Last spring, on the first of 
April, people of all denomi¬ 
nations could be found in the 
Presbyterian Church Hall, 
having lunch with their 
neighbours. On Saturday

Gary Burroughs is leaving 
behind the leadership role 
he has played as lord mayor 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake but 
he wouldn’t mind continu¬ 


ing to lead—this time as the 
head of regional council. 

He has said he is looking to 
see what kind of support he 
has, and expects to make a 
decision about whether he’s 
in the running by next week. 

That would make his 
intentions known publicly a 
week before the actual nom¬ 
ination and voting process at 
the region, which will take 
place Dec. 9. 

He told the Advance that 
nominees have the opportu¬ 
nity to speak to fellow 
regional councillors for five 


before the vote takes place, 
giving some idea of the 
direction they would like to 
see the council take over the 
four years. That opportunity 
to help influence die agenda 
is an attractive one even if 
the bid is unsuccessful, he 

If Burroughs decides to 
take a stab at regional chair, 
he will be in good compa¬ 
ny-former MPP Bart Maves, 
elected to his first term as a 
regional councillor for 
Niagara Falls, has says he 
would like the job, as has 
Pelham regional representa¬ 
tive Brian Baty. 

Outgoing Welland Mayor 
Damian Goulbourne, who 
lost his bid for a regional seat 
in the October municipal 
election, has expressed 
interest in the position— 
although traditionally the 
job has gone to an elected 
councillor, it could be given 
to an eligible unelected 
nominee. 

Bruce Timms and Debbie 
Zimmerman, both veteran 
regional councillors, have 
said they would announce 


their names forward. 

Some regional councillors, 
led by St. Catharines Mayor 
Brian McMullan, are calling 
for a look at how the regional 
chair is chosen, to avoid 
what he has labelled a secre¬ 
tive process with behind- 
the-scenes lobbying. Some 
councillors are backing his 
call for an open, pre-vote 
meeting that would include 
a question and answer peri¬ 
od. 

Under the current process, 
those who are nominated 
will each have five minutes 
to make a speech at the Dec. 
9 meeting before a vote is 
taken, but traditionally there 
has been no opportunity for 
debate or questions. That 
has also been a concern of 
McMullen’s, something he 
would like to see changed for 
the election of this chair. 

The regional chair will be 
paid around $120,000 per 
year with a $20,000 expense 
allowance, and will head up 
a council that controls an 
operating budget of about 
$283 million. 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
farmer and businessman 
George Lepp has secured 
the nomination to be the 
Progressive Conservative 
candidate for the Niagara 
Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and Fort Erie riding in the 
2011 provincial election. 

Winning the nomination 
on the second ballot with 
469 votes, Lepp overcame 
Fort Erie town councillor 
Sandy Annunziata who 
picked up 383 votes. 

Arlene White, the execu¬ 
tive director of the 
Binational Tourism 

Alliance, placed third on 
the first bailot and dropped 
out of the race. 

Lepp’s team worked hard 
and realized the victory 
they had set out to secure, 
with one of his captains, 
Rainer Hummel, giving 
Lepp a great deal of credit. 

“There were 52 captains, 
all playing a significant role 
in getting the nomination,’’ 
said Hummel. 

“Ninety per cent of the 


work was done by George 
though; he put the team 
together along with an 
effective plan.” 

Lepp, if elected, will rep¬ 
resent three different cities 
with different needs and 
will have his hands full, but 
Hummel says NOTL would 
benefit from having a local 
MPP. 

“Where his strength will 
really come out is with his 
background in the wine 
and agriculture industry,” 

"His knowledge and 
experience will be very 
effective for a lot of indus¬ 
tries in NOTL.” 

Hummel was thrilled to 
see his candidate come 
away with the nomination 
and applauds the way Lepp 
was able to put it together. 

“There was an enormous 
amount of work put in and 
to see a plan in place and 
followed up on and imple¬ 
mented and that came 
together the way it did was 
tremendous.”

Since the results of the Oct. 
25 municipal election, eight 
councillors and one lord 
mayor have known that they 
will be sitting on the next 
term of city council, but 
they've had to bide their time 
before officially getting their 
feet wet. 

Now, however, the time is 
rapidly approaching where 
the feeling of being elected 
will seem a little more real.

Niagara-on-the-Lake Wastewater Servicing 
Class Environmental Assessment 

Niagara Region completed a Master Plan Class 
Environmental Assessment (EA) in 2008 to investigate 
wastewater servicing requirements for the Northeast 
Area of the Region. One of the conclusions of that study 
was that the present NOTL Wastewater Treatment Plant 
(WWTP) is anticipated to reach its existing capacity in 
approximately 6 years. Niagara Region has therefore 
commenced a study to investigate future wastewater 
servicing alternatives for the Niagara Urban Service Area 
(NUSA/NOTL Old Town) and the community of Virgil. This 
study is being planned in accordance with Schedule ‘C’ 
of the Municipal Class Environmental Assessment and is 
currently in Phase 2 of the Class EA process.

One of the poorest coun¬ 
tries in the world—one 
plagued by natural disasters 
and political problems, and 
more recendy a cholera epi¬ 


demic and rioting in addi¬ 
tion to its extreme pover¬ 
ty-will once again be aided 
by a group of locals who 
resolutely gather needed 
items and ship them to 
Haiti, where a container of 
our castaways is welcomed 
as if it was the arrival of 
Christmas. 

Howard Bogusat of the 
Haiti Lutheran Mission 
Society says the shipment 
of goods now on its way to 
Haiti, the tenth since 2005, 
contains the usual clothing, 
shoes, books, tools and 
household items, and also a 
much-needed 15,000- 
pound used bulldozer pur¬ 
chased by the group at a 
decent price and repaired 


to ensure it is in perfect 
working order when it 
arrives. 

And when the six-foot 
wide bulldozer was careful¬ 
ly driven into the eight-foot 
wide container, the sides 
were filled with lumber 
donated by Harry Penner of 
Penner Building Centre, left 
over shelving from a storage 
building that is being 
replaced with a new addi¬ 
tion and more efficient 
shelving at the local hard- 

“It worked out really well 
- the lumber just tucked in 
nicely beside the bulldozer,” 
said Bogusat. 

The association of volun¬ 
teers has been shipping 


goods to Haiti since 2005- 
first a 20-foot container, 
“which we were so proud 
of,” said Bogusat, and then 
another, until they realized 
it would cost little to 
increase it to a 40-foot con¬ 
tainer, with no problem fill¬ 
ing it with items donated by 
parishioners of local 
Lutheran churches and 
shipped with financial 
donations from churches 
across Canada. 

In recent years, there was 
so much collected and such 
need in Haiti, aid was 
increased to two annual 
shipments.
